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Day  In  The  Life  of  a  Teacher 


Every  morning  at  4:30  am,  Ms.  Leschke  gets  up  to  begin  her  day.  As  her  afternoons  and  weekends  are  spent 
correcting  papers  (her  least  favorite  part  of  teaching),  working  out,  going  to  the  ballet,  going  to  restaurants,  or 
gardening  with  her  husband,  the  morning  is  her  time  to  relax.  A  Wachusett  graduate  herself,  Ms.  Leschke 
would  be  a  full  time  student  again  if  she  could  make  a  career  of  it.  The  positive  energy  that  is  evident  in  her 
teaching  style  today,  and  has  been  for  fourteen  years,  was  once  solely  directed  towards  her  love  for  being  a 
student.  Always  enjoying  english  as  a  kid,  Ms.  Leschke  was  influenced  to  be  a  teacher  by  her  Junior  High  School 
teachers  Mrs.  Marois  and  Mrs.  Moryl.  However,  her  mother  is  her  biggest  influence.  Says  Ms.  Leschke,  "She 
was  my  first  teacher,  and  will  be  my  last  teacher;  she  always  pushed  me." 


For  thirty  years  and  counting,  Mr.  Farley  has  taught 
U.S.  History  and  government  to  all  ages.  Having 
spent  the  past  eighteen  years  here  at  WRHS,  Mr. 
Farley  has  managed  to  keep  himself  busy.  From 
correcting  papers  to  coaching  swimming  to  officiating 
college  football  and  soccer  to  spending  time  outside 
with  his  family,  he  loves  it  all.  For  Mr.  Farley,  each 
year  of  teaching  brings  something  new  -  "new  chal¬ 
lenges,  new  kids  -  it 


keeps  you  fresh,"  he  says.  In  all  his  teaching  experi¬ 
ence,  Mr.  Farley  will  never  forget  when  a  class,  after 
deciding  that  they  wanted  to  go  on  a  field  trip  to 
Hawaii,  came  in  wearing  everything  from  grass  skirts 
to  coconut  tops.  After  convincing  Mr.  Farley  that  he 
should  take  them  to  Hawaii,  the  students  paraded 
downstairs  and  were  able  to  get  Dr.  P.  to  allow  them 
to  go. 


As  a  child,  Ms.  Finkelstein  began  doing  4-H  demonstrations  in  front  of  judges.  It  was  then  that  she  knew 
she  wanted  to  teach.  And  teach  she  has  for  seventeen  years.  Throughout  the  year,  Ms.  Fink  helps  to  inspire 
students  to  find  their  passions,  make  career  choices,  gain  knowledge  about  health  and  the  body  -  the  list  is 
endless.  Although  she  knows  she  can  be  "a  thorn  in  people's  side"  when  she  is  looking  out  for  the  best 
interest  of  her  students,  Ms.  Fink  believes  that  the  students  are  important,  as  is  evident  in  her  teaching  style. 
One  of  her  many  memorable  moments  is  when  her  Junior  Health  class  was  learning  about  birth  control. 
"Just  as  I  took  out  a  condom  to  begin  a  class  discussion,"  says  Ms.  Fink,  "the  superintendent  came  in  to  wish 
everyone  a  Happy  Holiday!" 


Growing  up  in  Colombia,  Senora  Morgan  began  speak¬ 
ing  Spanish  at  a  very  young  age.  Although  very  smart, 
she  often  did  not  try  as  hard  as  she  could  have  in  high 
school.  One  day,  however,  her  father  mentioned  to  her 
that  in  order  to  do  what  she  wanted  to  do  in  life,  she 
would  have  to  get  better  grades.  From  then  on,  Sra. 
Morgan  began  to  work  much  harder,  eventually  going  to 
Middlebury  College  for  her  B.A.  and  to  Worcester  State 
for  her  M.Ed.  Although  not  initially  a  teacher. 


Sra.  Morgan  was  influenced  by  her  parents  to  eventually 
become  one.  Sra.  Morgan's  father  had  always  loved 
learning  and  words  and  had  always  wanted  to  be  a  , 
teacher  himself.  Her  mother  was  very  theatrical  and  , 
loved  literature.  Since  becoming  a  teacher,  she  has  learned  L 
a  lot  from  the  students,  especially  about  herself.  "I  ( 
discovered  energy  I  never  knew  I  had,"  says  Sra.  Mor-  : 
gan.  "I  also  discovered  that  I  need  to  be  surrounded  by  | 
the  variety  of  people  we  have  here  at  WRHS." 


One  of  the  only  teachers  to  have  students  for  four  years,  Ms.  Jensen  loves  what  she  does.  "The  best  part  about 
teaching,"  says  Ms.  Jensen,  "is  the  kids;  as  a  teacher  you  share  what  you  know  with  the  students  and  yet  the  students 
always  give  back  so  much  more  -  it's  like  a  family."  Although  Ms.  Jensen  received  a  "Who's  Most  Likely  To  Be  A 
Teacher"  award  in  high  school,  throughout  college  Ms.  Jensen  thought  that  she  wanted  to  perform.  However, 
twenty-four  years  later,  Ms.  Jensen  could  hardly  imagine  doing  anything  else.  One  day,  she  received  a  letter  from 
a  former  student.  In  the  letter  the  student  stated  that  although  she  wanted  to  become  a  doctor,  her  family  did  not 
think  that  she  should.  The  student  remembered,  however,  a  very  important  piece  of  advice  that  Ms.  Jensen  had  once 
given  her:  always  do  what  you  want  to  do  and  don't  let  anything  stop  you.  Based  on  this  advice,  the  student  had 
decided  to  follow  her  dream.  It  was  here  Ms.  Jensen  realized  the  impact  teachers  can  and  do  have  on  their  students. 
"Nothing  is  black  and  white,"  says  Ms.  Jensen.  Through  teaching  she  has  come  to  find  that  there  are  no  simple  right 
or  wrong  answers  in  the  world,  but  that  each  situation  depends  on  the  individual  who  walks  through  the  door. 
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Although  originally  starting  out  in  Early  Childhood  Education,  Ms.  Seremeth  has  found  that  working  at  the 
high  school  level  as  a  one-on-one  interpreter  is  as  much  fun  as  other  ages  if  not  more  so.  On  an  average  day, 
Ms.  S.,  as  students  fondly  call  her,  works  one-on-one  with  and  interprets  for  a  student  in  the  life  skills  program. 
She  also  assists  any  students  who  need  her  help.  Through  teaching,  Ms.  S.  has  learned  that  she  "can  make  a 
difference  by  being  caring,  consistent,  and  persistent.  She  has  also  learned  that  sometimes  the  best  way  to  help 
a  student  is  not  by  "holding  their  hand,"  but  by  simply  guiding  them.  One  of  the  aspects  of  teaching  that  Ms. 
S.  values  most  is  "seeing  students  use  what  you've  taught  them  -  independently."  Outside  of  school,  Ms.  S. 
always  has  something  to  do.  Some  of  her  favorite  things  include  caring  for  her  grandparents,  carpentry, 
landscpaing,  being  with  her  Golden  Retrievers,  kayaking,  spending  time  with  friends,  and  so  much  more! 


An  English  teacher  of  nine  years,  Mr.  T armey 's  love  of 
literature  and  sharing  this  knowledge  with  young 
people  is  evident.  Starting  at  6:45  in  the  morning 
when  he  arrives  at  school,  Mr.  Tarmey  begins  prepar¬ 
ing,  grading  papers  and  getting  done  anything  else 
that  he  hasn't  finished  the  night  before.  Although 
many  students  believe  that  teachers  have  it  easy, 
getting  two  prep  periods  a  day,  Mr.  Tarmey  knows 
otherwise.  On  average,  he  says,  he  works  on  school 


work  until  8:00  p.m.  each  night  and  for  six  hours  on 
the  weekends.  Even  with  this  busy  schedule,  how¬ 
ever,  Mr.  Tarmey  makes  sure  to  read  at  least  one  short 
story  a  day.  This,  he  says,  "keeps  me  alert  and  in  an 
analytical  frame  of  mind."  His  compassion  for  his 
students  comes  through  in  his  belief  that  "the  best  part 
about  teaching  is  having  a  classroom  discussion  and 
being  privileged  enough  to  watch  people  becoming 
aware  of  something  they  didn't  get  before." 


As  everyone  knows  Mr.  Baer  is  humorous,  intelligent,  a  good  teacher,  and  has  always  wanted  to  be  a  cowboy. 
If  you  walk  through  the  halls  and  ask  students  about  him,  they  will  tell  you  that  Mr.  Baer  is  one  of  the  best 
teachers  Wachusett  has  to  offer.  They  will  also  tell  you  that  when  Mr.  Baer  retires  at  the  end  of  the  2003  school 
year,  he  will  be  greatly  missed.  After  thirty-nine  to  forty  years  of  teaching  (depending  on  who  you  ask),  Mr.

In  her 
opinion,  it  is  great  to  not  only  be  able  to  teach  young 
people  the  importance  of  cardio  vascular  training, 
muscular  training,  flexibility  and  nutrition,  but  it  is 
also  wonderful  to  work  with  what  Ms.  A.  considers 
"one  of  the  best  age  groups."

He  skipped  third  grade  and  thus  was  shorter 
f  and  younger  than  other  students  in  his  grade.  Now,  when  he's  not  teaching  math,  Mr.  Larson  likes  to  spend 
I  time  with  his  family,  go  water  skiing  and  go  to  school  events.  His  health  is  another  very  important  thing  to  Mr. 
I  Larson.  He  watches  his  diet,  lifts  weights  three  times  a  week,  does  three  hundred  crunches  a  day  and  walks 
[  two  miles  a  day.  When  it  comes  to  teaching,  Mr.  Larson  has  done  everything  from  sharing  his  endless 
|  knowledge  with  many  students  to  saving  a  girl's  life  on  a  fieldtrip  by  performing  CPR.  However,  the  best  parts 
I  about  teaching  are  "seeing  the  light  come  on  in  kids'  heads  -  seeing  recognition,  seeing  kids  believe  in 
I  themselves  and  having  kids  come  back  after  graduation,"  says  Mr.  Larson.

The  towns  served  by  the  high 
school  are  Holden,  Paxton,  Princeton,  Rutland, 
and  Sterling.  The  book  was  distributed  to  the 
class  of  2003  at  a  class  social  held  in  mid 
August. 

The  book  was  printed  in  Winston-Salem, 
North  Carolina  at  the  Jostens  Publishing  Divi¬ 
sion.  The  press  run  was  500  copies.  The  cover 
was  designed  for  our  staff  by  Rick  Brooks  of 
the  Creative  Resources  Department  of  Jostens. 
Additional  art  for  the  book  was  created  by 
Marylee  Helms  and  Melissa  Bagwell  of  the 
Creative  Resources  Department  of  Jostens. 

Our  cover  is  a  school-designed  Truelife 
Combo  lithograph.  The  litho-process  cover 
has  a  special  Ultra  Matte  lamination  for  pro¬ 
tection  and  spot  UV  coating  for  artistic  effects. 
The  trim  size  is  8.5  by  11  and  Smythe-sewn.  It 
is  wrapped  around  120-point  binder's  board. 
The  school  follows  the  Accent  Program.  The 
front  and  back  endsheets  are  #300  Bluestone 
Contempore. 

The  paper  used  throughout  the  book  is  80 
pound  gloss,  printed  with  standard  black  ink. 
Thirty-two  pages  were  printed  using  the  stan¬ 
dard  four  color  process.  The  font  used  as  the 
major  type  style  is  Palatino.  Other  assorted 
type  fonts  were  used  at  the  discretion  of  the 
page  editor. 

A  current  events  supplement,  World  Beat 
(produced  by  Jostens)  has  been  sewn  in  at  the 
end  of  the  book  after  page  304. 

Senior  portraits  were  taken  by  Wayne 
Myers  and  his  associates  of  Myers  Studio, 
Sterling,  MA,  the  designated  official  yearbook 
photographer. 

(Other  professional  photographers  did  some 
of  the  senior  portraits.)  Athletics  (both  team 
and  candids),  clubs  organizations,  faculty,  and 
major  school  events  were  photographed  at  no 
charge  to  the  yearbook  by  Myers  Studio.  The 
studio  also  generously  provided  the  yearbook 
staff  with  film,  developing,  and  equipment  at 
no  additional  cost.  Additional  athletic,  event 
and  candid  photographs  were  taken  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  yearbook  photography  staff  as  well 
as  donated  by  various  members  of  the  class  of 
2003,  and  their  advisors.  O'Connor  School 
Portraits  photographed  the  underclassmen  for 
student  ID's  and  made  these  photos  available 
to  the  yearbook  staff  at  no  cost. 

The  approximate  cost  of  printing  the  book 
is  $42,000.  This  figure  includes  publishing 
costs,  freight  charges,  shipment  of  materials  to 
North  Carolina,  color  candid  photography  ex¬ 
penses  (purchase  of  film  and  developing  costs), 
and  other  supplies.  The  per  copy  cost  to  the 
public  is  $65.00  plus  tax.  Monies  are  raised 
through  an  assessment  to  the  Senior  Class  per 
student,  a  parent  ad  and  patron/sponsor  so¬ 
licitation  campaign,  and  the  proceeds  from 
two  soda  machines  in  the  gym  corridor.  These 
304  pages  are  representative  of  the  entire 
Wachusett  student  body  and  their  commu¬ 
nity.
